I Excerpts from instructions recently 
sent out to teaeher.s hy .State Supcrin 
teiident Hyatt show the imporlanee to 
the Hi'hiiol distrii't of regrlar attend¬ 
ance and punctuality on the part of 
.school pupils. Without ilouht the most 
important recent ehange in the si hool 
laws was that basing the apportion- 
inerit of .sehiiol funds to the various 
(listriels upon the average attendance 
records in the schools in each. The 
cii'i ular says: 

This puts a iH-culiar resiionsihility 
upon the teachers of the .State, L’pon 
their record day hy day. and upon 
their sworn reports based upon that 
record, depends the money that the 
school and the county and the State 
will rei eive thi' next year. This new 
plan w;is ailiqiteil in the belief that this 
most important matter co.ilil he en¬ 
trusted to no one so trustworthy, so 
. onscientlous. so high minded, as tin* 
tcaehers of the State. 

"Thus, the keeping of the dally reg¬ 
ister becomes a matter of legal im¬ 
port. a sworn reconl of ai lual fact, a 
fixed and immutable thing upon wliich 
all oar money is distrilnited. Each 
teacher in the state is responsible for 
tile record he makes, and tliese records 
stanil for a long time, many years into 
the future. The teailier is responsible 
not onl.v to his own conscience, hut to 
the laws of the land. .A falsilled re¬ 
port, resulting in unfair distriliution ol 
tiione.vs in tlie eyes of the law would 
he perjury or emliezzlemeiit — vi-ry seri¬ 
ous matters, indeed. 

"l■■irst of all, let us get out of our 
minds all notion that the keeping of 
the school register is in any wise a 
Sentimental matter: that a goo.-l record 
is a reward to the pupil, a had one a 
punishment: that if a hoy lias been un¬ 
avoidably absent or fully excused he 
may he marked present, that a girl 
who gets in before the tardy bell' 
should not be marke*! lardy, tlial pupi s 
sent home for a half liolida.v or a wee’a 
holiday can he properly marked as 
present. Tile School register is simply 
a cold record of fact, a .setting down 
in black and white of a sworn state¬ 
ment sliowing which pupils were act.i- 
ally in tile sclmol during each quarter 
day f the te:m. .ind which were not. 
It may lie necessary and desirable for 
pupils to he alisent at times, hut your 
rei'orl must not show for sake of reve¬ 
nue that they wi-re not absent. If the 
absence is good it is worth the mone.v 
it costs, and .vour school should pay 
the honest price. 

"Now, in some case.s. these rules 
seem to work hardship. It is difTciilt 
lo have four-liour days for double ses¬ 
sion soliools .*401110 srhoids do not like 
to keep tile younger children four hours 
per da.v. Some sciiools dismiss early 
on I-Yiday afl*'rnoon. .Night s< hoo:s 
can not have four-lpuir sessions. 

■ In all such instances the answer is 
tlie .same. AA'Iieii a s* liool finds it ini- 
possihle or undesirable to maintain the 
standard length of <lay, well and good. 
Let it do freely what is liest for its 
people. Hut it stiould n>it ask or ex¬ 
pect quite so much mone.v from the 
public cotters as if it had met the 
standard. Let it lose eiiet*rfully a smal 
fraction when it fulls slpirt of its fel¬ 
lows and let It go at that. .All good 
things in this world must be paid for." 


jJOINING FOOTHILL BOULEVARD 


board of Trade Undertakes Important 
Work for Water Bonds and 
Highway 


Two important matters engaged the 
attention of the first fall session of the 
Hoard of Trade .Alonday evening. They 
were the placing of S'erra .Madre on 
the map of the proposed state highway 
system, and a campaign to insure the 
.suecess of the municipal water bond 
issue at the polls on November 7. 

On Tliursday of last week .Messrs. C. 
AA'. .Jones, F. S. Kersting, (Jeorge H. 
l.etttau and AV. J, Lawless attended a 
conference at Hotel Maryland, Pasa¬ 
dena, where representatives of the 
foothill cities from Pasadena to San 
Bernardino discussed plans for secur¬ 
ing the recognition of the state high¬ 
way commission of the county's foot¬ 
hill boulevard as the official route 
through the San Gabriel Valley. .Air. 
Jones presented at that meeting the 
desirability of bringing the route 
through Siena .Madre by continuing 
Huntington Drive from its present 
lei'ininus a mile west of town. The 
meeting voted unanimously to include 
that feature in its recommendations. 

The matter having been presented to 
the Board of Trade it was seen imme¬ 
diately to be a highly desirable thing. 
Tile gentlemen who attended the Pa.sa- 
dena meeting were continuued as a 
committee to use every possible means 
to accomplish the desired result. 

Serious work will be bi-gun soon in a 
camiialgn to secure the indorsement of 
the voters to the proposed bond issue 
of tllLbbb for the purchase by the city 
of the property of the .Sierra .Madre 
AA'ater Fompany and to make improve¬ 
ments and extensions.

Cedar Canoes Almost the Only Means 
of Transportation. 

I Nicaragua is tar behind in railroad 
: devp|<ipnient The only tracks are 
I those in western .N'lcaragna. from the 
port of Coniiio lo .Managua, the capi¬ 
tal. tiiid one or two places near by. As 
regards transportatkin eastern Nlcara 
gu:i is almost .as primitive as In the 
d.iys of Cortes There are no railroads 
in this section of the countr.v. On the 
Escondido river freight is hitndled by 
steam paddle wlieel Iwats of the old 
.Mi.ssissippi type. Above the town of 
Itamii tile freight must be bandied by 
Indians in their canoes or “pit latus.” 
in all the small rivers the freight la 
handled in these pit pans. One it 
astonished at the skill displayed by 
the Indians in tlie handling of these 
l>oats .\ll the fn-ight tliat has lieen 
carrit'd in to develo|) tlie several mim's 
litis Iteen h.andled in this way Wlien 
one sees tlie tnacliinery at work at the 
mines it seems almost impossltile t( 
b■•lieve tliat such lieavy Imrdens could 
have biam tiroughi up tlie river it; 
these canoes. 

Tlie size of the pit pans varit's con 
siderably. from a one man craft to a 
boat re«iuiriug sixteen men. The giant 
cedars from wliicli the large canoes 
are made are getting rather scarce 
and in rtseut years have gone up in 
price threefold Tlie Indians sliow the 
same skill in making these tioats that 
was displayt'd by their ancestors 
These red men use long, rather heavy 
paddles in liandling their canoes and 
are experts at (laddling Tlieir eiidiir 
ance is iiicrediidc. I have seen ttiein 
I go for six or seven days witli only 
j snatches of sleep. 

j Kortunately for .Nicaragua there are 
j man.v streams in the country, so tliat 
i the freiglit can lie carried rather close 
I to the mini's in a canoe In .'astern
